we find the Roman Catholies admitted to be 


the real offenders, The evidence procurable 


bin the mitter certainly’ seems to show that 
they are the most aggressive, and of course 
their priests make use of the quasi-official 
rank. which was Granted ty them by the 
Chinese Government. “But the, whole point 
of the question is this: The. missionary, 
apart from hid religions teaching and, if he 
is dnly qualified, his medical practice, is 
Bi siling under false colours when he acts in 
the way, referred to by Viceroy Liu Kuxe- 
‘yt. All the Powers interested in China 
have reptowentatives whose duty it is to 
Jook after things temporal .connected with 
their nationals ; and as far as the converts 
of a British inissionary, let us say, have 
‘way claim at all on British protection, that 
claim is the care cf the British Cousul in 
the neighbourhood. ‘The missionary is not 
in China, to take an active part in temporal 
affairs, and where he does 50 he steps be- 
yond his provinee into one for which he is 
as a rule admirably ilqualified. We quite 
recognise the force of the argumont that a 
missionary has feelings, that -he cannot look 
on calmly while his converts are persecuted, 
and that even common humanity forces him 
to take some steps to’ prevent injustice.’ 
‘Thia is quite true, but it does not point to 
the necessity of the direet interference of a 
professedly religious teacher in extraneous 
affuirs. Tho-Vieeroy of the Liang Kiang 
‘without. a doubt indicates the proper course 
in asking that the missionary should refer 
t his Consul, giving a statement of the 
question in dispitte, the Consul to comma- 
nicate with the Chinese. officials if sutisfied 
as to’ the merits of the casa. The third. 
clause, that no notice is to be taken 
of direct’ applications on the part of 
The sug- 
gestion is wise and  statesmanlike, \und 
the wonder is that any objection should 
be raised in good faith against it, Oppon- 
ents of the scheme may plead the badness 
and corruption of many of the native

civeular letter, in which he deals with the 
question of, inissionary interference in dis. 
putes between their converts and other 
natives and proposes the adoption of certain 
yules to be ‘observed in the event of ‘such 
disputes. These suggested rules ure —() 
Tt the missionnry decides to take up the 
ease of a convert, he must apply to his 
Consul, giving him a complete § statement of 
the question in dispute. (2) The Consul, 
after examining thé merits of the case, will, 
if he is satisfied, communicate it to the 
Chinese officials, who will then take aetion. 
(3) Unless this rule is followed, no notice 
whatever will be taken of direct applications 
on the part of mispionaries. It is stated 
that the Consuls who have been circularised 
by iw Kuno-vr have signified their ap-_ 
proval of the proposal, and we trust that 
this is so. The evils: arising from the prac- 
tice hitherto prevailing of a convert, whether 
in the right or in the wrong, invoking his’ 
priest's or. ‘pastor’s aid to fight his legal 
battles befora the local Chinese authorities, 
have bean made abundantly manifest of 
recent years, and it cannot honestly be denied 
; that the friction thereby seb up has contri- 
ts uted seul largely indeed ¢ to the hatred of 


licials “Phis isan unfortunate fact,~ but 
it does not rendor them. easier to be dealt 
witli by a missionary than by a Consul, but 
vather the reverse. If Liv. Kuna-ri’s 
critics really mean that they distrust. the 
Consuls to whose care the disputes are to be 
entrusted; then we do net see what remedy 
they can hope for, since in the event of .a 
refusal to do justice the dispute must pass 
out of the ‘hands of the’ missionary into 
those of the consular representative. It’ ia 
unless to talk of bad Chinese officials, if the 
real culprits are negligent foreign Consuls, 
As a matter of fact any such charge against 


the, consular -body is absolutely: unjust. |’ 


The Consul uses his influence far more in 
the “interests of peace than the militant 
niissionary. As the Canton correspondent 
of the local Telegraph. told us on Wednesday, 
the United States Consul at Canton Has 
addressed the American missionaries within 
his sphere of action, urging on them the 


‘| importance of the following three points :-— 


(1) The bringing together in ‘friendly con- 
ference of Roman Catholic and Protestant 
missionaries. (2) The regulation which 
prohibits catechists and teachers interfering 
in disputes between Christians and non- 
Christiana. @) The regulation ‘which 
states that Consuls “will not take up 
cases which bad their origin previous 
the reception into the Mission of 
the person of alleged convert concerned, 
Mr. McWane is not alone in ‘his views, 
though he has taken the, initiative in for- 
mulating them.

THE MISSIONARY QUESTION IN

Whilethe Rev. Dr. Arthut J. Brown was in 
Peking recently he had a long conversation on 
tho missionury quéstfon in China with Sir 
Robert Hart, who afterward put the substance 
‘of his remarks into the form in which it is hora

The missionary question is likely to remain-a 
debated one for years to come, but in the mean- 
time what we shall continuo to see is this. 
Christian countries will aybscribe funds, Christ- 
jan communities will supply volanteers, and do- 
voted men and women will take their lives in 
their hands and carry the Gospel everywhere.

counteryart, “Do not.” Missionuries’ are 
grown-up people, and mast be very much deft 
to thomeclvos to dpcide what duty requires: at 
each ‘step in their career. They carry with 
them tho Master's orders,“ Preach the Gospel 
to every crostare *; that is.their Divine com- 
societies whieh send. them forth and support 
them, and“ every such ‘sodioty has indubitably 


mission. “But. they aro also: the'agents- of the: 


wondered at, so cruel wero the Chinese assail- 
sats when they had the upper hand. ‘Tho 
occasion has been altogether anomalous, and it 
is only at the parting of the ways the difference 
of view comes in. That what was done merited 
almost wholesale punishment is o view most 
will agree in—eyes tarned to the past; but 
when discussion tries to argue out what will be 
the beat for the future, some will vote for atrik- 
ing terror, and others for trusting to the more 
slowly working. but longor lasting, effect, of 
mercy.
